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Los 9 millones de hispanos McCain, Obama trade blame

Barack Obama ya conoce la impor- 
tancia del voto hispano en las próximas 
elecciones presidenciales de EE.UU., el 
15% de la población de este gran país 
y el 9% de los ciudadanos habilitados 
para votar, que según un sondeo podría 
favorecer en su mayoría al candidato 
demócrata.

The future of immigration 
reform has almost been left out of 
the presidential election debates, 
although mutual accusations are 
growing between Barack Obama 
and John McCain about who sty- 
mied the 2007 reform plan. Since 
last Friday, Hispanic groups and 
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those in favor of legalizing undocu- 
mented immigrants have trained 
their guns on a McCain commercial 
in Spanish accusing Obama and the 
Democrats of sinking the reform by 
backing five “poison-pill” amend- 
ments to the bill. 

But those amendments came 


out of the debate to reach a final 
version of the bill in search of a bi- 
partisan solution to illegal immigra- 
tion, and the fate of the bill McCain 
co-sponsored with Sen. Edward 
Kennedy (D-Mass.) was sealed by 
four Republican lawmakers. In the 
commercial entitled “Which side are 
they on?,” a male announcer says in 
Spanish: “Obama and his allies in 
Congress say they are on the side o! 
immigrants, but they’re not. Reports 
in the press say that their efforts 
were like ‘poison pills’ that caused 
immigration reform to fail.” 

“Is that being on our side! 
Obama and his Congressional al- 
lies - ready to block immigration 
reform, but not ready to govern,” the 
narrator concludes. Aired on Span- 
ish-language television stations IM 
potential swing states like Colorado, 
Nevada and New Mexico, the spot 
makes no mention of McCain $ 
change of position on the reform, 
since he now gives top priority [0 
strengthening security on the porous 
southern border.

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Cuba estimates storm losses at $5 bn

The Cuban government said that according to 
early estimates the losses caused by hurricanes Gustav 
and Ike total around $5 billion. “The combined effects 
of the hurricanes, make them without doubt the most 
devastating in the history of these weather phenomena 
in Cuba in terms of the material damages they caused,” 
the government said in a communique read on state 
television. “Preliminary evaluations of the damages 
that occurred in the less than 10 days when both hur- 
ricanes hit the island put losses at around $5 billion,” 
the communique said. 

Gustav slammed western Cuba on Aug. 30, while 
Ike stormed the length of the country from east to west 
over the course of nearly three days last week. While

the first hurricane caused no deaths, seven fatalities 
were reported in connection with the second. The 
statement said that more than 445,000 homes were 
damaged in the hurricanes, “many of them with partial 
or complete loss of their roofs,” while 63,249 were 
completely destroyed. 

It said the provinces that suffered most were those 
hit by both hurricanes: Isla de la Juventud and Pinar 
del Rio, a region that has 120,105 homes in “critical 
condition.” The document said that “estimates of the 
value of home losses are based on historical and con- 


ventional prices and not on real values at international - 


prices.” EFE

Tsunami financiero golpea a 


La quiebra del banco de in- 
versión Lehman Brothers, una 
institución que ha aguantado todo 
tipo de vicisitudes en su siglo y 
medio de historia, es un escalón 
significativo en la profundidad de 
la crisis financiera en EE.UU. La 
bolsa de Nueva York así lo entendió 
y bajó a niveles comparables a los 
del 11-S, arrastrando a las pérdidas a 
las de todo el mundo. Era la crónica 
de una muerte anunciada, porque en 
lo que va de año la firma Lehman 
Brothers había perdido casi el 95% 
de su valor en bolsa, como principal 
afectada por la crisis de “las hipote- 
cas basura”.

Dominican singer-songwriter Juan Luis Guerra was designated 
as an Artist for Peace by the U.N. Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organization. “I am a Guerra (war) who loves peace,” the music star 
quipped at the ceremony in Paris where UNESCO Director-General 
Koichiro Matsuura bestowed the title upon him whereby for the next 
two years he will put “his fame at the service of the ideals” of the U.N. 
agency. Matsuura emphasized the importance of the artistic career of 
the performer, as well as his work and efforts for humanitarian causes, 
especially the America Latina en Accion Solidaria foundation, which 
he founded in 2006.

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The cars we drive and the homes we inhabit 
are two of the biggest contributors to our “carbon 
footprint,” or the measure of the amount of carbon 
dioxide or CO2 emitted through the combustion of 
fossil fuels as part of everyday life.

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Name an ancient Roman city 
that was wiped out by a natural 
disaster. Pompei most likely comes 
to mind, but there’s another, lesser 
known Roman city emerging out 
of the rubble in Turkey that could 
upstage Pompei on the disaster 
scale. It’s named Ephesus, and while 
only a small portion of it has been 
excavated, archaeologists say it 
may have been the Roman empire’s 
second largest city, topped only by 
Rome itself. Ephesus’ end came 
from the double-whammy of a mas- 
sive earthquake in 614 coupled with 
a huge buildup of silt in its harbor 


- so much that the shoreline edged 
10 or so miles out to sea, putting the 
city that far inland. With the loss of 
the harbor, traders along the coast 
of Asia Minor moved elsewhere, 
which pretty much put Ephesus out 
of business. 

At its peak under Roman rule 
in the Ist and 2nd centuries A.D., 


* the city probably spread out over a 


square mile and was home to per- 
haps a half-million people. Visitors 
will find it’s not hard to imagine 
thousands of them cheering for their 
favorite gladiators from the stone 
tiers of the town’s 20-story-high 
outdoor theater - believed to be the 
largest in the Roman empire. You 
can almost see scholars, lawyers

Library of Celsus. Elsewhere, you 
might run across commoners taking 
in plays and concerts at the Odeon 
theater or hanging out at the city’s 
dozens of temples and shrines. 
After a long day of scroll-read- 
ing, some scholars may have slipped 
away to the town brothel through a 
hidden tunnel near the library. After 
that, they may have gone home to 
the Beverly Hills-like neighbor- 
hoods overlooking the city, or vis- 
ited Ephesus’ answer to the Rodeo 
Drive upscale shopping mecca. It’s

close to a million tourists a year. On 
the way there, a good number stop 
at the “House of the Virgin Mary,” 
a small home on a hilltop where 
Jesus’ mother is said to have lived 
for several years before her death.
